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RESOLUTION 


ADOPTING ТИЕ 


CONSTITUTION OF THE UNITED STATES, 


Wuereas, The Act of Congress, approved March 218%, 1864, 
“To enable the people of the Territory of Nevada to form a 
Constitution and State Government, and for the admission of 
such State into the Union on an equal footing with the original 
States,” requires that the members of the Convention for fram- 
ing said Constitution shall, after organization, on behalf of the 
people of the said Territory, adopt the Constitution of the 
United States: therefore be it 

Resolved, That the members of this Convention, elected by 
the authority of the aforesaid enabling Act of Congress, assem- Constitution 
bled in Carson City, the Capital of said Territory of Nevada, gt ported 
and immediately subsequent to its organization do adopt, on adopted 
behalf of the people of said Territory, the Constitution of the 
United States. 


ORDINANCE. 


In obedience to the requirements of an Act of the Congress 
of the United States, approved March 21st, 1864, to enable the 
people of Nevada to form a Constitution and State Government, 
this Convention, elected and convened in obedience to said 
enabling Act, do ordain as follows, and this ordinance shall be 
irrevocablo, without the consent of the United States and the 
people ot the State of Nevada. 

First, That there shall be, in this State, neither slavery nor ‘i 
involuntary servitude, otherwise than in the punishment for prohibited. 
crimes, whereof the party shall have been duly convicted. 

Second, That perfect toleration of religious sentiment shall 
be secured, and no inhabitants of said State shall ever be mo м. 
lested іп person or property, on account of his or her mode of ды

religious worship. 
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Third, That the people inhabiting said Territory do agree 
and declare that they forever disclaim all right and title to the 
unappropriated public lands lying within said Territory, and 
that the same shall bo and remain at the sole and entire dispo- 
sition of the United States; and that the lands belonging to 
citizens of the United States, residing without the said State, 
shall never be taxed higher than the land belonging to resi- 
dents thereof; and that no taxes shall be imposed by said 
State, on lands or property therein, belonging to, or which may 
hereafter be purchased by the United States. 


CONSTITUTION. 


PREAMBLE. 


We, the people of the State of Nevada, grateful to Al- 
mighty God for our freedom, in order to secure its blessings, 
insure domestic tranquility, and form a more perfect Govern- 
ment, do establish this Constitution. 3 


ARTICLE I—DECLARATION or RIGHTS. 


SECTION 1. All men are by nature free and equal, and have 
certain inalienable rights, among which are those of enjoying 
and defending hfe and hberty ; acquiring, possessing and pro- 
tecting property, and pursuing and obtaining safety and hap- 

iness. 
б бес. 2. АП political power is inherent іп the people. Gov- 
ernment is instituted for the protection, security and benefit of а 
the people; and they have the right to alter or reform the 
same whenever the public good may require it. But the para- 
mount allegiance of every citizen is due to the Federal Gov- 
ernment, in the exercise of all its Constitutional powers as the 
same have been or may be defined by the Supreme Court of 
the United States; and no power exists in the people of this or 
any other State of the Federal Union to dissolve their connec- 
tion therewith, or perform any act tending to impair, subvert or 
resist the supreme authority of the Government of the United 
States. The Constitution of the United States confers full 
power on the Federal Government to maintain and perpetuate 
its existence, and whensoever any portion of the States, or the mghtof 
people thereof, attempt to secede from the Federal Union, or “ека 
foreibly resist the execution of its laws, the Federal Govern- 
ment may, by warrant of the Constitution, employ armed force 
in compelling obedience to its authority. 

SEC. 8. The right of trial by jury shall be secured to all, and 
remain inviolate forever; but a jury trial may be waived by the Right of 
parties in all civil cases in the manner to be described by law; tris! by 
and in civil cases if three fourths of the jury agree upon a ver- `` 
dict, it shall stand and have the same force and effect as a 
verdict by the whole jury : provided, the Legislature, by a law 
passed by a two thirds vote of all the members elected to each 
branch thereof, may require a unanimous verdict notwithstand- 
ing this provision. 

SEC. 4. The free exercise and enjoyment of religious pro- Religious 
fession and worship, without discrimination or preference shal] worship. 
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forever be allowed in this State; and no person shall bo ren- 
dered incompetent to be a witness on account of his opinions 
on matters of religious belief; but the hberty of conscienco 
hereby secured shall not be so construed as to excuse acts of 
heentiousness, or justify practices inconsistent with the peaco 
and safety of this State 

SEC. 5 The privilege of the writ of Aabeas corpus shall not bo 
suspended, unless when, in caso of rebellion or invasion, the 
publie safety may require its suspension 

Sec 6 Excessive bail shall not be required, nor excessive 
fines imposed, nor shall cruel or unusual punishments be in- 
flieted, nor shall witnesses be unreasonably detained 

SEC 7 АП persons shall be bailable by sufficient sureties ; 
unless for capital offenses, when the proof is evident or tho 
presumption great 

Sec 8 No person shall bo tried for a capital or otherwise 
infamous crime (except in. cases of impeachment, and in eases 
of the militia when in actual service, and the land and naval 
forces in time of war, or which the State may keep with the 
consent of Congress in time of peace, and in cases of petit lar- 
ceny, under the regulation of the Legislature) except on pre- 
sentment or indictment of a grand jury; and in any trial in 
any court whatever the party accused shall be allowed to ap- 
pear and defend in person and with counsel, as in civil actions. 
No person shall be subject to be twice putin jeopardy for the 
same offense; nor shall ho be compelled, in any criminal саво, 
to be a witness against himself, nor be deprived of life, liberty 
or property, without due process of law; nor shall privato 
property be taken for public use without just compensation 
having been first made or secured, except in cases of war, riot, 
fire, or great public peril, in which case compensation shall bo 
afterwards made 

бес 9 Every citizen may freely speak, write and publish 
his sentiments on all subjects, being responsible for the abuse 
of that right; and по law shall be passed to restrain or abridge 
the liberty of speech or of the press. In all criminal prosecu- 
tions and civil actions for libels, the truth may be given in evi- 
dence to the jury ; and if it shall appear to the jury that the 
matter charged as libelous is true, and was published for good 
motives and for justifiable ends, the party shall be acquitted or 
exonerated 

Sec 10. The people shall have the right freely to assemble 
together to consult for the common good, to instruct their re- 
presentatives, and to petition the Legislature for redress of 
grievances 

SEC. 11. The military shall be subordinate to the civil power. 
No standing army shall be maintained by this State in time of 
peace, and in time of war no appropriation for a standing army 
shall be for a longer time than two years. 

Sto. 12. No soldier shall, in time of peace, be quartered in 
any house without the consent of the owner, nor in time of war 
except in the manner prescribed by law.

ARTICLE П Вант or SUFFRAGE. 


SECTION 1. Every white male citizen of tho United States (not Right of 
laboring under the disabilities named in this Constitution,) of sufrage, who 
the age of twenty-one years and upwards, who shall have act- | 
ually and not constructively resided іп the State six months, 
and in the district or county thirty days next preceding any 
election, shall be entitled to vote for all officers that now are 
or hereafter may be elected by the people, and upon all ques- 
tions submitted to the electors at such election; provided, that 
no person who has been or may be convicted of treason or 
felony in any State or Territory of the United States, unless 
restored to civil rights, and no person who, after arriving at 
the age of eighteen years, shall have voluntarily borne arms 
against the United States, or held civil or military office un- 
der the so-called Confederate States, or either of them, unless 
an amnesty be granted to such by the Federal Government, 
and no idiot or insane person shall be entitled to the privilege 
of an elector. 

Sec 2. For the purpose of voting, no person shall be deemed ,, 
to have gainod or lost a residence by reason of his presence or when not 
absence while employed in the service of the United States, пог ganed or 
while engaged in the navigation of the waters of the United 
States, or of the high seas; nor while a student of any semi- 
nary of learning; nor while kept at any almshouse or other 
asylum at public expense; nor while confined in any public 
prison. 
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Sec. 8. Tho right of suffrage shall be enjoyed by all persons 
otherwise entitled to the same, who may be in the military or 
naval service of the United States; provided, the votés so cast 
shall be made to apply to the county and township of which 
said voters were bona fide residents at the time of their enlist- 
ment; provided further, that the payment of & poll-tax, or & 
registration of such voters shall not be required as a condition 
totheright of voting. Provision shall be made by law, regu- 
lating the manner of voting, holding elections, and making re- 
turns of such elections, wherein other provisions are not con- 
tained in this Constitution. 

Sec. 4. During the day on which any general election shall 
be held in this State, no qualified elector shall be arrested by - 
virtue of any civil process. |

half for county purposes; and the Legislature may, in its dis- 
cretion, make such payment a condition to the right of voting. 

All persons qualified by law to vote for Representa- 
tives to the General Assembly of the Territory of Nevada, on 
the 21st day of March, А. D. 1864, and all other persons who 
may be lawful voters in the said Territory on the first Wednes- 
day of September next following, shall be entitled to vote 
directly upon the question of adopting or rejecting this Con- 
stitution. 


ARTICLE III.—DisrRIiBUTION oF PoweERs. 


Section 1. The powers of the Government of the State of 
Nevada shall be divided into three separate departments—the 
Legislative, the Executive and the Judicial; and no person 
charged with the exercise of powers properly belonging to one 
of these departments shall exercise any functions appertaining 
to either of the others, except in the cases herein expressly 
directed or permitted.

ply to any proess of law, obtained by virtue of a lien given

as the members of the Legislature may incur for postage, ex- 
press charges, newspapers, and stationery, not excceding the 
sum of sixty dollars for any general or special session, to each 
member; and furthermore provided, that the Speaker of thd As- 
sembly, and Lieutenant Governor, and President of the Senate, 
shall each, during the time of their actual attendance as such 
presiding officers, receive an additional allowance of two dol- 
lars per diem. 

Sec. 84. In all elections for United States Senators, such elec- 
tions shall be held in joint convention of both houses of the 
Legislature. It shall be the duty of the Legislature which con- 
venes next preceding the expiration of the term of such Sen- 
ator, to elect his successor. Ifa vacancy in such Senatorial 
representation from any cause occur, it shall be the duty of the 
Legislature then in session, or at the succeeding session thereof, 
to supply such vacancy. If the Legislature shall at any time, 
as herein provided, fail to unite in a joint convention within 
twenty days after the commencement of the session of the Leg- 
islature for the election of such Senator, it shall be the duty of 
the Governor, by proclamation to convene the two Houses of 
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the Legislature in joint convention, within not less than five 
days, nor exceeding ten days from the publication of his proc- 
lamation, and the joint convention when so-assembled, shall 
proceed to elect the Senator as herein provided.
